Jem atthe next board meeting arid 
entertain a delegation from (the 
school at a following board meet- 
ing. - 

Although growth has not been 
rapid in the Canal Point School 
the past two school years, there 
has been an increase in \ thé ele- 
mentary-grades of from 121 to 169. 
This year:closéd with 34 in ‘the 
first grade. Indications are that 
next year, with slight growth, will 
require two first grade teachers. 
It is possible the 34 pupils’ going 
into grade, 2 will also need addi- 
tional teacher help if pupil growth 
o¢curs. | 

The.Canal Point School has eight 
classrooms, six have been. occupied 
by grades 1 through 6 and two by 
grades 7 and 8. Additional teachers 
cannot be added unless more class- 
rooms are provided. Jünior high 
school space is available without 
construction: 'at Pahokee. From 
this standpoint and from the stand-

Survey, the 7th and. 8th grades 
should be moved this fall to Paho- 
kee according to Mr. Harris.
